The higher prices, however, failed 
to increase the movement, and re­ 
ceipts at all markets continued, 
light.' There was au active demand 
from feeders, shippers and millers, 
which readily absoibei all the of­ 
ferings, but the buying generally 
was for current needs. 
Additional .Strength 
While the trade generally had 
discounted the Government icpoi t, 
the estimate showing u probable 
crop of only 2,513,000,000 bushels 
imparted additional strength to the 
market and forced prices to the new 
high level. These high prices, how­ 
ever, will cause a larger use of oats, 
barley, low grade wheat and other 
grains, and also more careful feed­ 
ing by farmers.

Sao Paulo Being Wrecked by

Santos, Brazil, (Sunday) July 13. 
(By the A. P.)—Fighting in the city 
of Sau Paulo, scat of the Brazilian 
iiisurrcctiun, has been of the moet 
desperate cliurartcr during the past 
few days, aeeordiiig to two employes 
of an American concern, who ar­ 
rived here today after a perilous 
journey afoot from the metropolis. 
They estimated that the dead among 
troo))s and civilians will reach 3,000. 
The luxurious hotel Des Planada 
ut Sao Paulo has been turned into 
a hospital and is said to be crowded 
with the wounded. 
Shells from the beseiging federal 
forces have been falling in the city. 
One landed on a liotel, killing eight 
civilians. Some of the federal aitil- 
lery, stationed soutii of the suburb 
of Ypsaranga has been bombarding 
the city. Most of the fighting, which 
has been taking place between here 
and Sao Paulo, is said to have been 
between small bands of rebels and 
federal troops. 
600 Troops Killed 
Refugees confiriiied the report that 
600 federal troops, who started last 
week from Santos to aid in the re­ 
lief of Sao Paulo, were'cut to pieceq 
by the insurrectionists. 
Governor Dé Campos, .Sao Paulo’a

'here in Santos, now under federal 
protection. He is declared to havd

A CHANCE FOR BRYAN 
William Jennings Bryan has ruled the Democratic party 
on many occasions, and has maide presidents, but his brother 
Governor Charles Bryan may possibly achieve the post of 
chief executive which his illustrious brother failed to win. 
Political observers are speculating on the ways in which 
Governor Bryan might achieve this post, even though the 
Democratic ticket might not win. 
In the event that no 
candidate obtains a majority in the electoral college, the elec­ 
tion would be thrown into the House of Representatives. 
There, in the belief of some observers, the electiop would 
be deadlocked as surely as was the Democratic national 
convention. The chief executive beginning March 4, 1925, 
would be the Vice-President elected by the Senate. There 
would be the possibility that Governor Bryan might be 
chosen as Vice-President over Charles G. Dawes. 
It would, indeed, be a queer turn of political fate should 
the Nebraska executive reach the position of master of the 
VTiite House while his more powerful brother failed.

COMMERCIAL ACCOUNT=Account in bank 
used in connection with funds employed 
in 
business transactions, from which 
withdrawals are made by checks. 


PASS BOOK=A small account book in which 
the bank enters a customer’s deposits; 
an entry serves as his receipt for that 
amounL

DEPOSIT SLIPS=Printed blanks <with spaces 
in which the depositor writes the amount 
of cash and of each check deposited. 
It i 


BLANK CHECKS=Printed forms for orders 
on the bank to pay put money from the 
depositor’s accounL The depositor writes in the name of 
the person to whom he wants money paid, the amount he 
wishes paid, and then signs his ovm name. 
When the 
check comes to the bbnk it pays the sum of money as indi­ 
cated, deducting it from the depositor’s account, and keeps 
the check w hich'it cancels. 
Cancelled checks are each 
month returned to the depositor and serve him as receipts 
for the payments made.

About ninety per cent, of all business transactions are 
finally paid by bank checks. They facilitate business and are 
a safe way to transmit funds iii paying bills, wages or meeting 
other obligations.

an entry serves as his receipt for that 
amount. 


DEPOSIT SLIPS=Printed blanks with-spaces 


in which the depositor writes the amount

of cash and of each check deposited. 


BLANK CHECKS=Printed forms for orders 


on the bank to pay put money from the 


depositor's account. The depositor writes in the name of 
the person to whom he wants money paid, the amount he 
wishes paid, and then signs his own name. 
When the 


check comes to the bank it pays the sum of money "as indi- 
cated, deducting it from the depositor's account, and keeps 
the check which»it cancels. 
Cancelled checks are each 


month returned to the depositor and serve him as receipts 
for the payments made. 
About ninety per rent, of all business transactions are 


finally paid by bank checks. They facilitate business and are 
a safe way to transmit funds in paying bills, wages or awting 
other obligations.
